In CONGRESS, 29th March, 1779. 


CONGRESS judging it of the greateſt im- 

portance to preſcribe ſome invariable rules 
for the order and diſcipline of the troops, eſpect- 
ally for the purpoſe of introducing an uniformity 
in their formation and manoeuvres, and in the 
ſervice of the camp : 


OzDiRE D, That the following regulations 


be obſerved by all the troops of the United 


States, and that all general and other officers 
cauſe the ſame to be exeeuted with all poſſible 
exacineſs * |

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CHAPTE RE 


Of the Arms and Accoutrements of the Officers, 
% Non-commiſſioned Officers, and Soldiers.” 


HE arms and accoutrements of the officers, 
* non-commiſſoned officers, and ſoldiers, 
ſhould be uniform throughout. 
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The officers who exerciſe their functions on 
horſeback, are to be armed with fwords, the 
platoon officers with ſwords and eſpontoons, the 
non-commiſſioned officers with ſwords, fre- 
= Jocks, and bayonets, and the ſoldiers with fire- 
3 locks and bayonets.

. CHAPTER U. 
| Objects with which the Officers and Non- 
commiſſioned Officers ſhould be acquainted. 


HE officers and non-commiſſioned officers 
of each regiment, are to be perfectly 
acquainted with the manual exerciſe, marchings 
and firings, that they may be able to inſtruct 
their ſoldiers when neceſſary; they muſt alſo 
{ be acquainted with the dreſs, diſcipline, and 
police of the troops, and with every thing that 
relates to the ſervice. 


The commanding officer of each regiment is 
to be anſwerable for the general inſtruction of 
the regiment, and is to exerciſe, or cauſe to 
be exerciſed, the officers, non-commiſſioned 
officers, and ſoldiers, whenever he thinks 


proper. 5 
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CHAPTER III. 


Of the Formation of a Company. 


(Plate I. Figure 1.) 
A COMPANY is to be formed in two ranks, 
at one pace diſtance, with the talleſt men 


in the rear, and both ranks ſized, with the 
ſhorteſt

fhorteſt men of each in the centre. A com- 
pany thus drawn up is to be divided into two 
ſections or platoons ; the captain to take poſt 


on the right of the firſt platoon, covered by a . 


ſerjeant ; the lientenant on the right of the 
ſecond platoon, alſo covered by a ſerjeant ; the 
enſign four paces behind the centre of the com- 
pany ; the firſt ſerjeant two paces behind the 
centre of the firſt platoon, and the eldeſt cor- 
poral two paces behind the ſecond platoan ; the 
other two corporals are to be on the flanks of 
the front rank. |

Of the Formation of a Regiment. 
(Plat I. Figure 2 and 3.) 
REGIMENT is to conſiſt of eight com- 


panies, which are to be poſted in the fol- 
lowing order, from right to left. 


Firſt captain's.

Major's. 
Third captain's, 
Lieutenant colonels.

For the greater facility in manceuvring, each 
regiment conſiſting of more than one hundred 


and ſixty files, is to be formed in two battalions, 


(fig. 2.) with an interval of twenty paces be- 
tween them, and one colour poſted in the cen- 
tre of each battalion ; the colonel fifteen paces 
before the centre of the firſt battalion ; the 
lieutenant-colonel fifteen paces before the cen- 


tre of the ſecond battalion ; the major fifteen 


paces behind the interval of the two battalions ; 
the adjutant two paces from the major ; the 
drum and fife-major two paces behind the cen- 
tre of the firſt battalion ; their places behind 
the ſecond battalion being ſupplied by a drum 
and fife ; and the other drums and fifes equally 


divided on the wings of each battalion... 


When a regiment is reduced to one hundred 
and ſixty files, it is to be formed in one batral- 
ion, with both colours in the centre ; the co- 
lonel ſixteen paces before the colours; the lieu- 
tenant colonel eight paces behind the colonel ; 
the major filteen paces behind the centre of the 
battalion, having the adjutant at his ſide ; the 
drum and fife major two paces behind the cen- 
tre of the battalion ; and the drums and fifes 
equally divided on the wings,

Every battalion, whether it compoſe the 
whole, or only half of a regiment, is to be di- 


vided into four* diviſions and eight platoons ; 


no platoon to conſiſt of leſs than ten files; ſo 


that a regiment conſiſting of leſs than eighty 
files, cannot form a battalion, but muſt be in- 
corporated with ſome other, or employed on 
detachment, 

In caſe of the abſence of any field officer, his 
place is to be filled by the officer next in rank 
in the regiment ; and in order that the officers 
may remain with their reſpective companies, if 
any company officer is abſent, his place ſhall 
be ſupplied by the officer next in rank in the 
ſame company; but ſhould it happen that a 
company is left without an officer, the colonel 
or commanding officer may order an officer of 
another company to take the command, as well 
for the exerciſe as for the diſcipline and police 


of the company in camp. 


When the light company is with the regi- 
ment it muſt be formed twenty paces on the 
right on the parade, but muſt not interfere 


with the exerciſe of the battalion, but exerciſe 
buy itſelf; and when the light infantry are em- 


bodied, every four companies will form a bat- 
talion

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CHAPTER V. q 
Of the Inſtruction of Recruits. | 
{ Pop commanding officer of each company is 
charged with the inſtruction of his recruits; 
and as that is a ſervice that requires not only 
experience, but a patience and temper not met 


| | with in every officer, he is to make choice of 
| an officer, ſerjeant, and one or two corporals of 
4 his company, who, being approved of by the 
colonel, are to attend particularly to that buſi- 
neſs: : but in caſe of the arrival of a great num- 
1 ber of recruits, every officer without diſtinc- 


tion is to be employed on that ſervice. 


The commanding officer of each regiment 
will fix on ſome place for the exerciſe of his 
recruits, where himſelf or ſome field-officer muſt 
attend, to overlook their inſtruction. 
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The recruits muſt be taken ſingly, and firſt 
taught to put on their accoutrements, and carry 
themſelves properly. | tha.

places; and that no tents are pitched in any 


part of the camp contrary to the orderpreferibed, 
At leaſt one officer of a company muſt re- 

main on the parade to ſee that the tents are 

pitched regularly oi the ground marked out. 


The tents ſhould be marked with the name 
of each regiment” and company, to prevent” 
their being loſt or exchanged, and the tents of 
each company numbered; and each non- com- 
miſſioned officer ſhould have a liſt of the tents,. 
with the mens names belonging to eich. 


The utenſils belonging to the tents are to be 
carried alternately by the men; and the non- 
commiſſioned officers of the ſguads are to be 
anſwerable that they are not loft or ſpoiled. 


Whenever a regiment is to remain more than 
one night on the ſame ground, the ſoldiers muſt: 


be obliged to cut a — trench round their: 
1 tents, 
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rents, to carry off the rain; but great care muff 
be taken they do not throw the dirt * againſt 


the tents. 


One officer of a company muſt every day viſir 


the tents ; ſee that they are kept clean ; that 


every utenſil belonging to them is in proper 


order ; and that no bones or other filth be in or 
near them: and when the weather is fine, ſhould: 
erder them to-be ſtruck about two hours at 
noon, and the ſtraw and bedding well aired: 


The ſoldiers ſhould not be permitted to eat in 
their rents, except in bad weather; and an officer

The place where the cattle are killed muſt be 
at leaſt fifty paces in the rear of the. waggons ;

buried ; for which the commiſfaries are to be 
eme.

The quarter-maſter general muſt take care 
that all dead animals, and every other nuiſance 
in the environs of the camp, be removed.

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No non-commiſſioned officer or ſoldier ſhall 
be permitted to paſs the chain of ſentinels round 
the camp, without permiſſion in writing from 
the commanding officer of his regiment or bat- 
-talion 3 which permiſſion ſhall be dated the 
ſame day, and ſhall, on the return of the perſon 
to whom it was granted, be delivered to the 
adjutant, who is to return it to the colonel or 
commanding officer, with his report. 


Every detachment not conducted by a com- 
miſſioned officer, ſhall have a written permiſſion 
from a field officer, or officer commanding a regi- 
ment, or the officer of the police if it be a de- 
tachment going for neceſſaries; without which 
they are not to be permitted to paſs the chain. 


All officers whatever are to make it a point 
of duty to ſtop every non-commiſſioned officer 
or ſoldier they meet without the chain, and ex- 

amine his paſs ; and if he has not a ſufficient 
pals, or having one is committing any excels, 
the officer muſt conduct him to the neareſt | 
guard, from whence he muſt be ſent, with his

HE oftener the ſoldiers are under the in- 
ſpection of their officers the better; for 
which reaſon every morning at troop beating 
they muſt inſpect into the dreſs of their men; 
ſee that their clothes are whole and put on pro- 
perly ; their hands and faces waſhed clean; 
their hair combed ; their accoutrements pro- 
perly fixed, and every article about them in the 
greateſt order. Thoſe who are guilty of re- 
peated neglects in theſe particulars are to be 
confined and puniſhed. The field officers muſt 
pay attention to this object, taking proper no- 
tice of thoſe companies where a viſible neglect 
appears, and publicly applauding thoſe who are 
remarkable for their good appearance. | 


Every day the commanding officers of com- 
panies muſt examine their men's arms and am- 


munition, and ſee that they are clean and in 


good order. [See farther Chap. XX111.] 


That the men may always appear clean on 
the parade, and as a means of preſerving their 
| H 2 healch, 


health, the non-eommiſſioned officers are to ſee 
that they waſh their hands and faces every day, 
and oftener when neceſſary. And when any 
river is nigh, and the ſeaſon favourable, the 
men ſhall bathe themſelves as frequently as poſ- 
ſible, the commanding officers of each battalion 
ſending them by ſmall detachments ſucceſſively, 
under the care of a non- commiſſioned officer; 


but on no account muſt the men be permitted 


to bathe when juſt come off a march, at leaſt 
till they have repoſed long enough to get cool. 


Every Saturday morning the captains are to

That the men may not be improperly bur-

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As it is highly neceſfary an officer ſhould have 
ſome knowledge of his ſituation, he muſt, im- 
 Mediately after relieving the old guard, viſit 
the ſentinels, and examine the ground round 
his poſt ; and if he thinks the ſentries not ſuf- 
ficient to ſecure him from a ſurpriſe, he is at 
liberty to place more, acquainting therewith 
the general or field officer of the day who vi- 
fits his poſt ; but without their leave he is not 
to alter any that are already poſted. He mult

| the next poſts to be well reconnoitred by an 
1 officer of the guard, or for want of one, by alt 
UW intelligent non-commiſſioned officer and ſome 
WE fairhful men, inform himſelf of every thing ne- 
ceſſary for his ſecurity, and uſe every poſſible 
precaution againſt a ſurpriſe. He muſt permit 
no ſtranger to enter his poſt, nor ſuffer his 
men to talk with him. If a ſuſpicious perſon, 
or a deſerter from the enemy approaches, he 
muſt ſtop him and ſend him to head quarters, 
or to a ſuperior officer. He muſt on no account 
ſuffer the ſoldiers to pull off their accoutrements, 
or ſtraggle more than twenty paces from the 
guard ; and if water or any other neceſſaries 
are wanted for the guard, they muſt be ſent for 
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by a non-commiſſioned officer and ſome men 


(with their arms if at an out· poſt) on no ae- 


count ſuffering a ſoldier to go by himſelf; but 
never whilſt the ſentinels are relieving. He 


wuſt examine every relief before it is ſent off; 


ſee that their arms are loaded and i in order, 50 
that the men are acquainted with their duty; 
and if by any accident a man ſhould get the 
leaſt diſguiſed with liquor, he muſt on no ac- 
count be ſuffered to go on ſentry. 


At every relief the guard muſt paigds; and 


the roll be called; and during the night (and 


when near the enemy, during the day) the guard 


| muſt remain under arms till the relief returns. 


During the day the men may be permirted to 


reſt themſelves as much as is conſiſtent with the 


ſafety of the guard; but in the night, ho man 
muſt be ſuffered to lay down or ſleep on any ac- 
count, but have his arms conſtantly in his 
hands, and be ready to fall in on the leaſt alarm. 


Between every relief the ſentries muſt be 
viſited by a non-commiſſioned officer and a file 
of men ; and, when more than one officer is on 
guard, as often as poſſible by an officer. A pa- 
trol alſo muſt be frequently ſent on the roads 
leading to the enemy. During 
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During the day, the ſentinels on the out- 
poſts muſt ſtop every party of men, whether 
armed or not, till they have been examined by 
the officer of the guard, 


As ſoon as it is dark, the counterſign muſt be 
given to the ſentinels of the piquets and ad- 
vanced poſts, after which they are to challenge 
all that approach them; and if any perſon, after 
being ordered to ſtand, ſhould continue to ap- 
proach or attempt to eſcape, the fentry, after 
challenging him three times, muſt fire on him. 


The ſentinels of the interior guards of the 
| camp will receive the counterſign, and begin to * 
challenge, at ſuch hours as ſhall be determined | y 
in orders, according to circumſtances. FE 


A ſentinel, on perceiving any perſon ap- 2 
proach, muſt challenge briſ kly, and never ſuffer 5 
more than one to advance, till he has the coun- 
terſign given him; if the perſon challenged 
has not the counterſign, the ſentry muſt call the 
ſerjeant of the guard, and keep the perſon at a 
little diſtance from his poſt, till the ſerjeant 
comes to examine him. 


Whenever a ſentry on an out · poſt perceives 
more than three men approach, he muſt order 


them 
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them to ſtand, and immediately paſs the word 
for the ſerjeant of the guard; the officer of the 
guard muſt immediately parade his guard, and 
ſend a ſerjeant with a party of men to examine 
the party: The non-commiſſioned officer muſt 
order the commanding officer of the party to 
advance, and conduct him to the officer of the 
guard ; who,in caſe heis unacquainted with his 
perſon, and does not chooſe to truſt either to 
his cloathing or to his knowledge of the coun- 


terſign, muſt demand his paſſport, and examine 


him ſtrictly; and if convinced of his belonging 
to the army, muſt let him paſs. 


If a ſentry, on challenging, i 1s anſwered relief, 


patrol or round, he mult in that caſe order the 


ſerjeant or corporal to advance with the coun- 
terſign ; and if he is then aſſured of their being 
the relief, &c. he may ſuffer them to advance. 


A ſentinel muſt take the preateſt care not to 


be ſurpriſed ; he muſt never ſuffer the perſon 


who advances to give the counterſign, to ap- 
proach within reach of his arms, and always 
. his bayonet. 


The officers who mount the camp guards muſt 


give orders to their ſentries not to ſuffer any 
perſon 
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perſon to paſs in or out of camp, except by one 
of the guards, nor then till the officer of the 
guard has examined him. 


In caſe one of the guard deſerts, the officer 
muſt immediately change the counterſign, and 
ſend notice thereof to the general of the 
day; who is to communicate the ſame to the 
other guards, and the adjutant general. 


As ſoon as the officer of a guard diſcovers 
the approach of the enemy, he muſt immediate- 
ly ſend notice to the neareſt general officer, call 
in the ſentries, and put himſelf in the beſt poſ- 
ture of defence. If attacked on his poſt, he will 
defend it to the utmoſt of his power, nor re- 
treat, unleſs compelled by ſupe rior force; and 
even then he muſt retire in the greateſt order, 
keeping a fire on the enemy, whoſe ſuperiority, 
however great, can never juſtify a guard's re- 
tiring in diſorder. Should the enemy purſue 
a guard into camp, the officer muſt take care to 


retire through the intervals of the battalions, 


and forming in the rear of the line, wait for 
further orders. 
When an officer is poſted at a bridge, defile, 
or any work, with orders to maintain it, he muſt 
defend 
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defend himſelf to the laſt extremity, however 
ſuperior the force of the enemy may be, as 
it is to be ſuppoſed that the general WhO gave 
thoſe orders will reinforce him, or order him 
to retire whenever he thinks it proper. 


An officer muſt never throw in the whole of 
his fire at once; for which reaſon every guard 
is to be divided into two or more diviſions or 


platoons, according to its ſtrength 3 any num- 


ber above eight and under ſeventy- eight men 
forming two platoons ; the eldeſt officer taking 
poſt on the right of the firſt platoon, the next 
eldeſt on the right of the ſecond platoon, and 
the third on the left of the whole ; the non- 
commiſſioned officers cover the officers ; the 
drum is to be on the right of the captain, and 
the ſentinel one pace advanced of the drum. 


If the guard conſiſts of no more chan twelve 


men, it forms in one rank, 
ARTICLE z. 
Method of going and receiving the Grand 
Rounds, ; 
The general and field officers of the day will 
viſit the ſeveral guards during the day, as often 
and at ſuch hours as they judge proper.

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When the ſentry before the guard perceives 
the officer of the day, he will call to the guard 
to turn out ; and the guard, being paraded, on 
the approach of the officer of the day preſeur 
their arms. 
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The officer of the day will examine the 
guard; ſee that none are abſent; that their 
arms and accoutrements are in order; that the 
officers and non- commiſſioned officers are ac- 
quainted with their duty; and that the ſen- 
tinels are properly poſted and have received 
proper orders. | 
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Not only the officers of the day, but all ge- 
neral officers are at liberty to viſit the guards 
and make the ſame examination. 


The officers of the guard ſhall give the pa- 
role to the officer of the day, if demanded, 


During the night, the officers of the day will 
go the grand rounds,

When the officer of the day arrives at the 
guard from whence he intends to begin his 
rounds, he will make himſelf known as ſuch by 
giving the officer of the guard the parole, —He 
will then order the guard under arms, and hay- | 
ing 
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ing examined it, demand an eſcort of a ſerjeant 
and two men, and proceed to the next poſt. 


When the rounds are challenged by a ſenti- 
nel, they will anſwer, Grand rounds ! and the 
ſentry will reply, Stand, 5 55 rounds! Advance 
ſerjeant with the counterſign ! Upon which the 
ſerjeant advances” and gives the counterſign. 
The ſentinel will then cry, Advance, rounds !

When a lieutenant colonel or major com- 
mands a regiment, the quarter guard is to pay 
him the ſame honors. as are ordered to a colo- 
nel. 

All ſentries preſent their arms to general of- 
ficers, and to the field officers of their own re- 
_ giments; 
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giments; to all other commiſſioned officers 
they ſtand with ſhouldered | arms, 


Wl The preſident of congreſs, all governors in 
their own ſtates, and committees of congreſs at 
the army, ſhall have the ſame honors paid them 
as the commander in chief. _ 


When a detachment with arms paſſes before 
a guard, the guard ſhall be under arms, and the 
drums of both beat a march. 


When a detachment without arms paſſes, the 
guard ſhall turn out and ſtand by their arms. 


After dark no honors are to be paid; and 
when near the enemy, no honors are to be paid 
with the drum.

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CHAPTER XXII. 


Of the Arms and Ammunition, with the Methods 

| of preſerving them, 

3 preſervation of the arms and ammuni- 
tion is an object that requires the greateft 

attention. Commanding officers of regiments 

muſt be anſwerable for thoſe of their regi- 

ments, and captains for their reſpective com- 


panies. 5 1 
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An officer of a company muſt every morning 
at roll- call inſpect minutely into the ſtate of 
the men's arms, accoutrements and ammunition; 
and if it ſhall appear that a ſoldier has ſold, or 
through careleſſneſs loſt or damaged any part 
of them, he muſt be confined and puniſhed, and 
ſtoppages made of his pay, as hereafter men- 
tioned : For which purpoſe ſuch officer ſhalt 
certify to the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment the names of the delinquents, and the 
loſſes or damages which fhall appear of their 
arms, ammunition and accontrements ; and the 
commanding officer, after due examination, 
ſhall order ſtoppages to be made for whatever 
ſhall appear to have been ſold, loſt or damaged 
as aforeſaid. The ſtoppages to be as follows : 


For a firelock, ſixteen dollars; 

a bayonet, two dollars ; 

a ram-rod, one dollar ; 

a cartridge-box, four dollars ; 
a bayonet-belt, one dollar; 

a ſcabbard, two thirds of a dollar; 
a cartridge, one ſixth of a dollar 

a flint, one twentieth of a dollar 3 

a gun- worm, one fourth of a dollar; 


a ſcrew-driver, one twelfth of a dollar: 
; And- 
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And for arms, accoutrements and ammunition: 
damaged, ſuch ſums as the repairs ſhall coſt 
the Kates, to be eſtimated by the brigade 
conductor, or, when a corps is detached, by 
ſuch perſon as its commanding officer ſhall 
appoint for that purpoſe ; provided that ſuch 
ſtoppages do not exceed one half the delin- 
quent's pay monthly. 


It is highly eſſential to the ſervice that the 
ammunition ſhould be at all times kept com- 
plete; for which purpoſe, as often as is neceſ- 
ſary, a return is to be made by each company 
of the number of cartridges deficient, to the 
quarter-maſter, that he may make out a gene- 
ral one for the regiment, to be ſigned by the 
commanding officers of the regiment and bri- 
gade, and no time loft in ſupplying the defi- 
ciency. The like care is to be taken that all 
deficiencies of arms and accoutrements are ſup- 
plied without loſs of time. 


All arms, accoutrements and ammunition un- 
fit for ſervice, are to be carefully preſerved and 
ſent by the commanding officer of each compa- 
ny to the regimental quarter-maſt er, who ſhall 


deliver the ſame to the brigade conductor, they 
reſpectively 
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reſpectively giving receipts for What they re- 
ceive. The arms, accoutrements and ammuni- 
tion of the ſick and others, when delivered up, 
are to be taken care of in the ſame manner. 
Before the cartridge-boxes are put in the arm- 
eneſts, the cartridges muſt be taken out, to 
prevent any loſs or accident. 


A conductor ſhall be appointed to each bri- 
gade, who ſhall have under his immediate care 
and dixection a travelling forge and five or ſix 
armourers, an ammunition waggon, and a wag- 
gon with an arm-chelſt for each battalion, each 
cheſt to hold twenty-five arms, to receive the 
arms and accoutrements wanting repair, or of 
the men ſick or abſent 3 and when the arms de- 
livered in by a battalion ſhall exceed the above 
number, the ſurplus ſhall be ſent to the com- 
miſſary of military ſtores. e 


The brigade conductor ſhall iſſue no ammu- 


nition but by order of the commanding officer 


of the brigade ; but may receive and deliver 
the arms and accoutrements of each battalion, 
by order of its e offi cer. 


The ammunition waggon ſhall contain twen- 
ty thouſand cartridges; and in order to keep 
5 e the 
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the ſame complete, the conductor ſhall, as defi- 
ciencies ariſe, apply to the field commiſſary, or 
one of his deputies, for a ſupply, or otherwiſe 
for the neceſſary materials of cartridges, and 
to the major of brigade for men to make them 
up under the direction of the conductor ; and 
for this purpoſe the brigade major ſhall order 


out a party of the moſt careful ſoldiers, 


The non-commiſſioned officers of each com- 
pany will be provided with gun-worms ; and 
every day, at the noon roll-call of the company, 
thoſe men who have returned from duty are 
to bring their arms and have their charges 
drawn ; the firſt ſerjeant to receive the powder 
and ball, and deliver the ſame to the quarter-

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CHAPTER XXIV. 


Of the Treatment of the Sick. 
HERE is nothing which gains an officer 
the love of his ſoldiers more than his care 
of them under the diſtrels of ſickneſs ; it is then 
he has the power of exerting his humanity in 
providing them every comfortable neceſſary, 
and making their ſituatien as agreeable as pof- 
ſible. | Two 
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Two or three tents ſhould be ſet apart in 
every regiment for the reception of ſuch ſick 
as cannot be ſent to the general hoſpital, or 
whoſe caſes may not require it. And every 
company ſhall be conſtantly furniſhed with two 
ſacks, to be filled occaſionally with ſtraw, and 


1 ſerve as beds for-the ſick. Theſe ſacks to be 


provided in the ſame manner as cloathing for 
the troops, and finally iſſued by the regimental 


clothier to the captain of each company, who 


ſhall be anſwerable for the ſame. 


When a ſoldier dies, or is diſmiſſed the hoſ- 
pital, the ſtraw he lay on is to be burnt, and 
the bedding well waſhed and aired before ano- 
ther is permitted to ule it 


The ſerjeants and corporals ſhall every mor- _ 
ning at roll-call give a return of the ſick of 
their reſpective ſquads to the firſt ſerjeant, who 
muſt make our one for the company, and loſe 
no time in delivering it to the ſurgeon, who 
will immediately viſit them, and order ſuch as 
he thinks proper to the regimental hoſpital ; 
ſuch whoſe caſes require their being ſent to 
the general hoſpital, he is to report immediate- 
ly to the ſurgeon general, or principal ſurgeon 
attending the army. Once

Inſtructions for the Commandant of a Regiment, 

1 ſtate having entruſted him with the 

care of a regiment, his greateſt ambition 
mould 
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ſhould be to have it at all times and in every 
reſpect as complete as poſſible: To do which, 
he ſhould pay great attention to the following 
obiech u v1 | | 


The preſervation of the ſoldiers health ſhould 
be his firſt and greateſt care; and as that de- 
pends in a great meaſure on their cleanlineſs 


and manner of living, he muſt have a watchful - 


eye over the officers of companies, that they 
pay the neceſſary attention to their men in 
thoſe reſpects. | ; 


The only means of keeping the ſoldiers in 
order is, to have them continually under the 
eyes of their ſuperiors ; ; for which reaſon the 
commandant ſhould uſe the utmoſt ſeverity to 


prevent their ſtraggling from their companies, 


and never ſuffer them to leave the regiment 
without being under the care of a non-· commiſ- 
ſioned officer, except in caſes of neceſſity. And 
in order to prevent any man's being abſent 
from the regiment without his Knowledge, he 
muſt often count the files, and ſee that they 
agree with the returns delivered him, ſtrictly 
obliging every man returned fit for duty te 


appear under arms on all occaſions; and if any 


7 are 
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are miſſing, he muſt oblige the commanding of- 
ficer of the company to account for their ab- 
ſenee. In a word, the commandant ought to 
know upon what duty and where every man 
of his regiment is. To theſe points the other 


field officers muſt alſo pay attention. 


The choice of non-commiſſioned officers is 
alſo an object of the greateſt importance: the 
order and diſcipline of a regiment depends ſo 
much upon heir behaviour, that too much care 
cannot be taken in preferring none to that truſt 
but thoſe who by their merit and good conduct 
are entitled to it. Honeſty, ſobriety, and a 
remarkable attention to every point of duty, 
with a neatneſs in their dreſs, are indiſpenſable 
requiſites; a ſpirit. to command reſpect and 
obedience from the men, an expertneſs in per- 
forming every part of the exerciſe, and an abi- 
liry to teach it, are abſolutely neceſſary ; nor 
can a ſerjeant or corporal be ſaid to be qualified 
who does not write and read in a tolerable 
manner. | 


Once every month the commandant ſhould 
make a general inſpection of his regiment, ex- 
amine into the ſtate of the men, their arms, 

ammunition, * 
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ammunition, accoutrements, neceſſaries, camp 
utenſils, and every thing belonging to the re- 
giment, obliging the commanding officers of 
companies to account ſtrictly for all deficien- 
cies. | 


He ſhould alſo once every month aſſemble the 
field officers and the eldeſt captain, ro hold a 
council of adminiſtration ; in which ſhould be 
examined the books of the ſeveral companies, 
the pay-maſter and quarter-maſter, to ſee that 
all receipts and deliveries are entered in proper 
order, and the affairs of the regiment duly-ad- 
miniſtered. 


All returns of the regiment being ſigned by 
the commanding officer, he ſhould examine 
them with the greateſt care before he ſuffers 
them to go out of his hands. 


The commandant muſt always march and en- 
camp with his regiment ; nor muſt he permit 
any officer to lodge out of camp, or in a houſe, ' 

except in caſe of ſickneſs. 


On a march he muſt keep his regiment toge- 
ther as much as poſſible, and not ſuffer the of- 
ficers to leaye their platoons without his per- 

-miſſion 3 
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miſſion ; nor permit any of them, on any pre- 
tence whatſoever, to mount on horſeback.-— 
There is no fatigue the ſoldiers go through 
that the officers ſhould not ſhare ; and on all 


occaſions they ſhould ſet them examples of pa- 
tience and perſeverance. 


When a regiment.is on a march, the com- 
mandant will order a ſerjeant and ſix men into 
the rear, to bring up all ſtragglers; and the 
ſerjeant on his arrival in camp or quarters, muſt 
make his report to him. 


In a word, the commanding officer of a regi- 
ment muſt preſerve the ſtricteſt diſcipline and 
order in his corps, obliging every officer to a 
ſtrict performance of his duty, without relax- 
ing in the ſmalleſt point; puniſhing impartially 
the faults that are committed, without diſtinc- 
tion of rank or ſervice.

He

every occaſion ; he muſt often cauſe them to 
be.exerciſed in his preſence, and inſtru@ them 
how to command their PN and preſerve 
their diſtances. . 


He muſt endeavour to make his regiment 
perform their exerciſe and manœuvres with the 
greateſt viyacity and preciſion, examine often 
the ſtate of the different companies, making the 
captains anſwer for any deficiencies he may 
perceive, and reporting the ſame to the colonel, 


He muſt pay the preateſt attention to have 
all orders executed with the ſtricteſt punctuali- 
ty, ſo far as reſpects his regiment 3 and ſhould 
every week examine the adjutant's and quarter- 
maſter's books, and ſce that all returns, orders 
and other matters, the objects of their reſpect- 
ive duties, are regularly entered. 


He muſt cauſe to be kept a regimental bock, 
wherein ſhould be entered the name and rank 
of every officer, the date of his commiſſion, and 
the time he joined the regiment; the name 
and deſcription of every non- commiſſioned of- 
ficer and ſoldier, his trade or occupation, the

the regiment. 
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place of his birth and uſual reſidence, where, 
when and for what term he was enliſted; diſ- 
charges, furloughs and courts martial, copies of 
all returns, and every caſualty that happens in 

He muſt be at all times well acquainted with 
the ſtrength of his regiment and brigade, and 
the details of the army, and ſee that his regi- 
ment furniſhes no more than its proportion for 
duty. 


. Je muſt often inſpect the detachments for 
duty furniſhed by his regiment, ſee that they 


are complete in every reſpect, and formed 


ee to the regulations. 
| on a march he muſt often ride along the 
flanks of his regiment, ſee that the platoons 


march in order, and keep their proper diſtan-

When the regiment is detached, he will poſt 
the guards ordered by the colonel, often viſit 
them, examine whether the officers, non-com- 
miſſioned officers and ſentinels are acquainted 
with their duty, and give them the neceſſary

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nſtructions for the Alita) wh 
I adjutant is to be choſen from among | 

the ſubalterns, the field officers taking 
care to nominate one the moſt menen and 
beſt acquainted with the ſervice. 


He muſt keep an exact detail of the duty of 
the officers and non- commiſſioned officers of his 
regiment, taking care to regulate his roſter in 
fuch a manner as not to have too many officers 
or non- commiſſioned officers of the fame com- 
pany on duty at the ſame time. 


He muſt keep a book, in which he muſt eve- 
ry day take the general and other orders, and 
ſhew them to the commanding officer of the 
| regiment, who having added thoſe he thinks 
neceſſary for the regiment, the adjutant muſt 
aſſemble the firſt ſerjeants of the companies, 
make them copy the orders, and give them 
their details for the next day. 


He muſt attend the parade at the turning out 
of all guards or detachments, inſpect their dreſs, 
arms, accoutrements and ammunition, form 
them into platoons or ſections, and conduct 
them to the general or brigade parade. | 


When 
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When the regiment parades for duty or ex- 
erciſe, he muſt count it off, and divide it into 
diviſions and platoons, and carry the orders of 
the colonel where neceſſary, 


The adjutant is to receive no orders but from 
the field officers and officer commanding a _ 
talion. 


On a march he muſt ride along the flanks of 
the regiment, to ſee that regularity is obſerved, 
and muſt pay attention to the ſerjeant in the 
rear, that he brings up all ſtragglers. 


On the arrival of the regiment in camp, his 


firſt care is to form and ſend off the guards; 


and when the tents are pitched, he muſt imme- 


diately order out the neceſſary number of fa- 


tigue men to dig the vaults or ſinks, and open 
communications where neceſſary. He will then 
form the detachments for wood, water and 
other neceſſarics. 


He muſt be conſtantly with the regiment, 
ready to receive and execute any orders that 


may come; nor muſt he go from his tent with- 
out leaving an officer to do his duty, or direc- 
tions where he may be found.

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Inſtructions for the Quarter-Maſter. 
1 quarter-maſter, being charged with 
encamping and quartering the regiment, 
ſhould be at all times acquainted with its 
ſtrength, that he may require no more ground * | 0 
than is neceſſary, nor have more tents pitched. Wl 
than the number preſcribed ; for both which 
he is accountable. | 


He muſt inform the regiment where to fetch 
their wood, water and other neceſſaries, and 
where to paſture the horſes, 


.._- muſt inſtru& the quarter-maſter ſerjeant 
and pioneers in the manner of laying out the 
camp, agreeably to the order preſcribed in the 
regulations. 


He is anſwerable for the cleanlineſs of the 
camp, and that the ſoldiers make no fire any 
where but in the kitchens. 


When the army marches, he muſt conduct the 
pioneers to the place appointed, and order the 
quarter-maſter ſerjeant ro rake charge of the 


baggage, 
| / 
He is to make out all returns for camp 
equipage, arms, accoutrements, ammunition, 
M | proviſions 
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proviſions and forage, and receive and diſtribute 
them to the regiment, taking the neceſſary 
vouchers for the delivery, and entering all re- 
ceipts and deliveries in a book kept by him for 
that purpoſe. 


He mult pay particular attention to the pre- 
ſervation of the camp equipage, cauſe the ne- 
ceſſary repairs to be done when wanting, and 
return every thing unfit for uſe to the ſtores 
from which he drew them. | 


The preſervation of the arms, accoutrements 
and ammunition is of ſuch eſſential importance, 
that he muſt be ſtrictly attentive to have thoſe 
of the ſick, of the men on furlough, diſcharged, 
or detacked on command without arms, taxen 
care of and depoſited with the brigade conduct- 
or, as directed in the regulations. 


Pa ER the, ** q n _ 
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Inſtruftions Fa the Captain, | 
CAPTAIN cannot be too careful of the 
company the ſtate has committed to his 

charge. He muſt pay the greateſt attention 
to the health of his men, their diſcipline, arms, 
accoutrements, bee clothes and necel- 
ſaries.

His firſt object ſhould be, to gain the love of 
his men, by treating them with every poſſible 
kindneſs and humanity, enquiring into their 
complaints, and when well founded, ſeeing them 
redreſſed. He ſhould know every man of his 
company by name and character. He ſhould 
often viſit thoſe who are ſick, ſpeak tenderly 
to them, ſee that the public proviſion, whether 
of medicine or diet, is duly adminiſtered, and 
procure them beſides ſuch comforts and conve- 
niencies as are in his power. The attachment 
that ariſes from this kind of attention tq the 
fick and wounded, is almoſt inconceivable ; it 
will moreover be the means of preſerving the 
lives of many valuable men. : % 


He mult divide his company into Race gan 
placing each under the particular care of a non- 
commiſſioned officer, who is to be anſwerable 
for the dreſs and behaviour of the men of his 
ſquad, : 


He muſt be very particular in the daily and 
weekly inſpections of his men, cauſing all de- 
ficiencies to be immediately ſupplied; and when 
he diſcovers any irregularity in the dreſs or 
conduct of any ſoldier, he mult not only puniſh 

M 2 him 
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him, but the non-commiſſioned officer to whoſe 
{quad he belongs. 


He muſt keep a ſtrict eye over the conduct 
of the non- commiſſioned officers ; oblige them 
to do their duty with the greateſt exactnsſs; 
and uſe every poſſible means to keep up a pro- 
per ſubordination between them and the ſol- 
diers: For which reaſon he muſt never rudely 
reprimand them in preſence of the men, but at 
all times treat them with proper reſpect. 


He mult pay the utmoſt attention to every 
thing which contributes to the health of the 
men, and oblige them to keep themſelves and 
every thing belonging to them in the greateſt 
cleanlineſs and order. He muſt never ſuffer a 
man who has any infectious diſorder to remain 
in the company, but ſend him immediately to 
the hoſpital, or other place provided for the 
reception of ſuch patients, to prevent the ſpread- 
ing of the infection. And when any man is 
fick, or otherwiſe unfit for duty, or abſent, he 
muſt ſee that his arms and accoutrements are 
properly taken care of, een to the regu- 
lations preſcribed- 


He muſt keep a book, in which muſt be en- 
tered 


tered the name and deſcription of every non. 
commiſſioned officer and ſoldier of his compa- 
ny; his trade or occupation; the place of his 
birth and uſual reſidence; where, when and 
for what term he inliſted; diſcharges, furloughs, 
copies of all returns, and every caſualty that 
| happens in the company. He mutt alſo keep 
an account of all arms, accoutrements, ammuni- 
tion, clothing, neceſſaries and camp equipage 
delivered his company, that on inſpecting it he 
may be able to diſcover any deficiencies. 


When the company arrive at their quarters 
after a march, he muſt not diſiniſs them till the 
guards are ordered out, and (if cantoned) the | 
billets diſtributed, which muſt be as near toge- 
ther as poſſible; and he muſt ſtrictly prohibit 
his men from vexing the inhabitants, and cauſe 
to be puniſhed any that offend in that reſpect. 


He muſt acquaint them with the hours of 
roll-call and going for proviſions, with their 
alarm poſt, and the hour of march in the 
morning. 


If the company make any ſtay in a place, he 
mult, previous to their marching, inſpect into 
their condition, examine their knapſacks, and 
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ſee that they carry nothing but what is allow- 
ed, it being a material object to prevent the 
ſoldier loading _ with 3 beg 
gage.

Inſlruftions for the Lieutenant. 
HE lieutenant, in the abſence of the cap- 
tain, commands the company, and ſhould 
therefore make himſelf acquainted with the 
duties of that ſtation ; he muſt alſo be perfect- 
ly acquainted with the duties of the non.com- 
miſſioned officers and ſoldiers, and ſee them 

performed with the greateſt exactneſs. 


He ſhould endeavour to gain the love of his 
men, by his atrention to every thing which 
may contribute to their health and conveni- 


ence, He ſhould often viſit them at different 


hours; inſpe& into their manner of living; 


ſee that their provifions are good and well 


cooked, and as far as poſſible oblige them to 
take their meals at regulated hours. He ſhould 
pay attention to their complaints, and when 
well founded, endeavour to get them redreſſed; 
but diſcourage them from e on every 


frivolous occaſion. 
He 
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He muſt not ſuffer the ſoldiers to be ill 
treated by the non-commiſſioned officers through 
maleyolence, or from any pique or reſentment z 
but muſt at the ſame time be careful that a 
proper degree of ſubordination is Kept up be- 
tween them, < 


Although no officer ſhould be ignorant of the 
ſervice of the guards, yet it particularly be- 
hoves the lieutenant to be perfectly acquainted 
with that duty; he being oftener than any 
other officer entruſted with the command of a 
guard—a truſt of the higheſt importance, on 
the faithful execution of which the ſafety of 
an army depends; and in which the officer has 
frequent opportunities to diſtinguiſh himſelf 
by his judgment, vigilance and bravery.

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Inſtructians for the Enſign. 

* enſign is in a particular manner charg- 
ed with the cleanlineſs of the men, to 

which he muſt pay the greateſt attention.

When the company parades, and whilſt the 
captain and lieutenant are examining the arms 
and accoutrements, the enſign muſt inſpect the 
dreſs of the ſoldiers, obſerving whether they 
are 
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are clean, and every thing about them in the 
beſt order poſſible, and duly noticing any who 
in theſe reſpects are deficient. 


He mult be very attentive to the conduct of 
the non-commiſſioned officers, obſerving that 
they do their duty with the greateſt exactneſs; 
that they ſupport a proper authority, and at 

the ſame time do not ill treat the men through 
any pique or reſentment... 


As there are only two colours to a regiment, 
the enſigns muſt carry them by turns, being 
warned for that ſervice by the adjutant. When 
on that duty, they ſhould conſider the impor- 
tance of the truſt repoſed in them; and when 
in action, reſolve not to part with the colours 
but with their lives. As it is by them the hat- 
talion dreſſes when marching in line, they 
ſhould be very careful to Keep a regular ſtep, 
and by frequent practice accuſtom themſelves 

to march ſtraight forward to any given object.

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Inſtructions for the Serjeant Major. 
HE ferjeant major, being at the head oi 
the non-commiſſioned officers, mult. pay the 


greateſt attention to their conduct and behavi- 
| our, 
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our, never conniving at the leaſt irregularity 
committed by them or the ſoldiers, from both 
of whom he muſt exact the moſt implicit obe- 
dience. He ſhould be well acquainted with 
the interior management and diſcipline of the 
regiment, and the manner of kceping roſters 
and forming details. He muſt always attend 
the parade, be very expert in counting off the 
battalion, and in every other buſineſs of the 
adjutant, to whom he is an aſſiſtant. 
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Inſtructions for the Quarter-Maſter Serjeant. 
E is an aſſiſtant to the quarter-maſter of 
the regiment, and in his abſence is to do 
his duty, unleſs an officer be ſpecially appointed 
for that purpoſe : He ſhould therefore acquaint 
himſelf with all the duties of the quarter-maſter 
before mentioned. When the army marches, 
he muſt ſee the tents properly packed and 
loaded, and go with the baggage, ſee that the 
waggoners commit no diſorders, and that noth- 
ing is loſt ont of the waggons. 


Inſtructions for the Firſt Serjeant of a Company, 
THE ſoldier having acquired that degree of 
confidence of his officers as to be appoint- 
ed 
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ed firſt ſerjeant of the company, ſhould confi- 
der the importance of his office; that the diſ- 
cipline of the company, the conduct of the 
men, their exactneſs in obeying orders, and the 
regularity of their manners, will in a great 
meaſure depend on his vigilance. 


He ſhould be intimately acquainted with the 
character of every ſoldier of the company, and 
ſhould -rake great pains to impreſs upon their 
minds the indiſpenſable neceſſity of the ſtricteſt 
"obedience, as the foundation of order and re- 
gularity. 


He will keep the details of the company, and 
never warn a man out of his turn, unleſs parti- 
cularly ordered ſo to do. 


He muſt take the daily orders in a book kept 
by him for that purpoſe, and ſkew them to his 
officers. : 


He muſt every morning make a report to the 
captain of the {tate of the company, in the form 
preſcribed ; ; and ar the ſame time acquaint him 
with any thing material that may have happen- 
ed i in the company ſince the preceding report. 


He muſt parade all guards and detachments 
furniſhed 
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furniſhed by his company, examine their arms, 
ammunition, accoutrements and dreſs, before 
he carries them to the parade; and if any man 
appears unfit, he muſt ſupply his place with 
another, and have the defaulter puniſhed : For 
his purpoſe he muſt always warn a man or 
two more than ordered, to ſerve as a reſerve, 
who, if not wanted, will return to their com- 
panies. 


He will keep the company book (under the 
inſpection of the captain) in which he will en- 
ter the name and deſcription of every non- com- 
miſſioned officer and ſoldier; his trade and oc- 
cupation; the place of his birth and uſual reſi- 
dence ; where, when and for what term he 
was inliſted ; ; the bounty paid him; the arms, 

ammunition, accoutrements, clothing and ne- 
ceſſaries delivered him, with their marks and 
numbers, and the times when delivered; alſo 
copies of all returns, furloughs, diſcharges, and 
every caſualty that happens in the company. 


When each ſoldier ſhall be provided with a 
ſmall book, the firſt ſerjeant is to enter therein 
the ſoldier's name, a copy of his inliſtment, the 
bounty paid him, the arms, accoutrements, 

| clothing 
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clothing and neceſſaries delivered him, with 
their marks and numbers: For this purpoſe he 
muſt be preſent at all diſtributions in his com- 
pany; and as often as arms, clothing, &c. are 
delivered, he muſt enter them in the ſoldier's 
as well as the company's book. 5 


The firſt ſerjeant is not to go on any duty, 
unleſs with the whole company; but is to be 
always in camp or quarters, to anſwer any call 
that may be made. 


He is never to lead a platoon or ſection, but 
is always to be a file-cloſer in the formation of 
the company, his duty being in the company 
like the adjutant's in the regiment. 


—— 
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Inſtructions for the Serj eanis and Corporals. 
* being on the non- commiſſioned officers that 
the diſcipline and order of a company in a 
great meaſure depend, they cannot be too cir- 
cumſpect in their behaviour towards the men, 
by treating them with mildneſs, and at the 
ſame time obliging every one to do his duty. 
By avoiding too great familiarity with the 
men, they will not only gain their love and 
confidence, but be treated with a proper re- 

| ſpect; 
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ſpect; whereas by a contrary conduct they 

forfeit all regard, and their authority becomes 

deſpiſed, 

Fach ſerjeant and candorl will be in a par- 
ricular manner anſwerable for the ſquad com- 
mitted to his care. He muſt pay particular at- 
tention ro their conduct in every reſpect; that 
they keep themſelves and their arms always 
clean; that they have their effects always rea- 
dy, and put where they can get them immedi- 
atcly, even in the dark, without confuſion ; 

and on every fine day he mult oblige them to 

air their effects.

When a man of his ſquad is warned for duty, 
he muſt examine him before he carries him to 
the parade, obliging him to take all his effects 
with him, unleſs when n ordered to the 
contrary. | 

In teaching the recruits, they muſt exerciſe 
all their patience, by no means abuſing them, 
but treating them with mildneſs, and not ex- 

pect too much preciſion in the firſt leſſons, pun- 
iſhing thoſe only who are wiltully negligent. 

They muſt ſuppreſs all quarrels and ditputes 
in the company; and where other means fail, 


muſt uſe their authority in confining the offender.” 
N | They 
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They ſhould teach the ſoldiers of their ſquads 


how to dreſs with a ſoldier-like air, how to clean 


their arms, accoutrements, &c.\ and how to 


mount and diſmount their firelocks ; for which 
-purpoſe each non-commiſſioned officer ſhould 
always be provided with a turnſcrew, and ſuf- 
fer no ſoldier to take his arms to est with- 
out his permiſſion. 


On a march the non-commiſſioned officers 
Mult preſerve order and regularity, and ſuffer 
No man to leave the ranks without permiſſion | 
of the officer commanding the platoon. 


A corporal muſt teach the ſentinels to chal- 


lenge briſkly, and every thing elſe they are to 
do in their different ſituations ; and when he 


relieves them, muſt make them deliver the or- 
ders diſtinctly. 


When a guard is relieved, the non- commiſ- 
ſioned officers take the orders from thoſe whom 
they relieve; when ſent to viſit the ſentries, 
they ſhould inſtruct them in their duty. They 
ſhould reconnoitre the roads they are to patrol 
in the night, that they may not loſe themſelves. 
They muſt make their patrol with the greateſt 


ſilence and attention, and where neceſſary, ſend 
| hs 
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2 faithful ſoldier a-head to look If they 
meet a detachment of the enemy ſtronger than 
their own, they muſt retreat in order to their 
own poſt. In the night they mult ſtop all ſtran- 
gers that approach. They muſt not ſuffer their 
men to make the leaſt noiſe with their arms or 
accoutrements, and. every now and then ſtop 
and liſten, On their return from patrolling,. 
they mult report to the officer what they have 


ſeen or heard. 

When a non-commiſſioned officer is a file- 
cloſer in action, he muſt take care to keep the 
ranks and files properly cloſed, and when too 


. much crowded, make them incline from the 


centre. When the files of his platoon are diſ- 
ordered by the loſs of men, he muſt exert him-- 
ſelf to dreſs and complete them afreſh, with 
the utmoſt expedition. He mult keep the great- 
eſt ſilence in the ranks, ſee that the men load 
well and quick, and take good aim. He will 
do all in his power to encourage the ſoldiers, 
and uſe the moſt vigorous means to prevent. 
any from leaving the ranks, unieſs .

Inſtruftions for the private Soldier. 
4 ] HE, recruit having received his neceſſaries, 


O_ in the firſt place learn to dreſs him 
ſelf. 


A 
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ſelf with a ſoldier-like air; to place his effects 
properly in his knapſack, ſo as to carry them 
with eaſe and convenience; how to ſalute his 
officers when he meets them; to clean his arms, 
waſh his linen and cook his proviſions. He 
ſhould early accuſtom himſelf to drefs in the 
night; and for that purpoſe always have his 
effects in his Knapſack, and that placed where 
he can put his hand on it in a moment, that in 
caſe of alarm he may repair with the greateſt 
alertneſs to the parade. 


When learning to march, he muſt take the 


greateſt pains to acquire a firm ſtep and a pro- 


per balance, practiſing himſelf at all his leiſure 
hours. He muſt accuſt om himſelf to the great- 
eſt ſteadineſs under arms, to pay attention to 
the commands of his officers, and exerciſe him- 
ſelf continually with his firelock, in order to 
acquire vivacity in his motions. He muſt ac- 
quaint himſelf with the uſual beats and ſignals 
of the drum, and inſtantly obey them. 


When in the ranks, he muſt always learn 
the names of his right and left hand men and 
file-leader, that he may be able to find his place 
readily in caſe of ſeparation, He muſt cover 

his 
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his file-leader and dreſs well in his rank, which 
he may be aſſured of doing when he can juſt 
perceive the breaſt of the third man from him. 
Having joined his company, he muſt no longer 
conſider himſelf as a recruit, but as a ſoldier ; 
and whenever he is ordered under arms, muſt 
| appear well dreſſed, with his arms and accou- 
trements clean and in good order, and his 
Kknapſack, blanket, &c. ready to throw on his 
back in caſe he ſhould be ordered to take them. 


When warned for guard, he muſt appear as 
neat as poſſible, carry all his effects with him, 
and even when on ſentry muſt have them at 
his back. He muſt receive the orders from the 
ſentry he relieves; and when placed before 
the guard-houſe, he muſt inform the corporal 
of all that approach, and ſuffer no one to enter 
until examined; if he is poſted at a diſtance 
from the guard, he will march there in order, 
have the orders well explained to him by the 
corporal, learn which is the neareſt poſt be- 
tween him and the guard, in caſe he ſhould be 
obliged to retire, or have any thing to com- 
municate, and what he is to do in caſe of alarm; 
or if in a town, in caſe of fire and any diſturb- 
ance. He will never go more than twenty. 3 
Nyc I, paces 15 
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"paces from his poſt; and if in a retired place, 
or in the night, ſuffer no one to approach with- 
in ten paces of him. 


A ſentinel muſt never reſt upon his arms, 
but keep walking on his poſt. He muſt never 
ſuffer himſelf to be relieved butby his corporal; 
challenge briſkly in the night, and ſtop thoſe 


who have not the counterſign ; and if any will 


not anſwer to the third challenge, or having 
been ſtopped ſhould atrempt to d TAPE, he wy 
fire on them. 


When on patrol, he muſt obſerve the ſtricteſt 
ſilence, nor make the leaſt noife with his arms 
or accoutrements. ey 


In action he will pay the greateſt attention 
to the commands of his officers, level well, and 
not throw away his fire; take particular care 
to keep his rank and file, incline to that {ide he 
dreſſes to, and encourage his comrades to do 


their duty. 


When ordered to march, he muſt not charge 
himſelf with any unneceſſary baggage; he will 
march at his caſe, without however leaving his 
rank or file; he ſhould drink as ſeldom as poſ- 


ſible, and never ſtop bur when neceſſity obliges 
aum; 
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him; in which caſe he muſt aſk leave of the 


commanding officer of the platoon. 


When arrived at camp or quarters, he muſt 
clean his arms, prepare his bed, and go for ne- 
ceſſaries, taking nothing without leave, nor 
committing any kind of exceſs. | 


He muſt always have a ſtopper for the muz- 
zle of his gun in caſe of rain, and when on a 
march ; at which times he will unfix his bayo- . 
net,

the Captain or commanding officer of the company, within 
whoſe bounds ſuch citizen ſhall reſide, and that within twelve 

months after the paſſing of this act. And it ſhall at all times 
' hereafier be the duty of every ſuch _—_— or commanding 


officer of a company, to enrol every ſuch citizen az aforeſaid,

and alſo thoſe who ſhall, from time to time, arrive at the age 


of 18 years, or being at the age of 18 years, and under the 
age of 45 years (except as before excepted) ſhall come to re- 
ſide within his bounds ; and ſhall without delay notify ſuch 
citizen of the ſaid enrolment, by a proper Bons | 
officer of the company, by whom ſuch notice may be proved.

this Commonwealth, and alſo the Militia when called in- 
to actual ſervice,” | 


| HEREAS the laws for regulating and governing the 
Y militia of this commonwealth have become too com- 
plicate for praftical uſe, by reaſon of the ſeveral alterations 
which have from time to time been made therein: There- 
fore, | = 
1. BE it enacted by the ſerate and hotfe of repreſenta- 
tives in general court afſembled, and by the autho- 
rie of the ſame, That the Teveral laws heretofore made for 
| governing 
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governing and regulating the militia, be, and hereby are re- 
pealed ; except an act, entitled, An att for eſtabliſhing 
rules and articles for governing the trdops ſtationed in forts 
and garriſons within this commonwealth, and alſo the militia 
when called into actual ſervice.” | 

Provided nevertheleſs, That all officers actually in com- 
miſſion, agreeably to the laws which are hereby repealed, and 
in grades which are eſtabliſhed by this act, ſhall continue in 
commiſhon in the ſame manner, and in the ſame authority 
they would, in caſe the ſaid laws were ſtill in force ; and all 
actions depending in any court by force of ſaid laws, ſhall, 
and may be proſecuted to final judgment and execution.

fourteen hands and a half high ; a good ſaddle, bridle, mail 
pillion and valiſe ; holſters, a breaſtplate, and crupper; a ” op 
of boots and ſpurs, a pair of piſtols ; a ſabre, and cartridge- 
box, to contain twelve ne for piſtols. No man ſhall 
be enliſted into any troop of cavalry, unleſs he {hall own and 
conſtantly keep a ſuitable horſe, and furniture, for that ſervice ; 
and if any man who ſhall belong to any troop of cavalry, ſhall 
be deſtitute of a ſuitable horſe and furniture, for ,more than 
three months at one time, he ſhall be diſcharged from ſuch 
corps, and enrolled in the ſtanding company in which he re- 
ſides, And whenever any draft or detachment ſhall be made 
from a troop of cavalry, for actual ſervice, the men thus draft- 
ed or detached, ſhall march with their own horſes ; and before 
they march, the horſes ſhall be appraiſed, by three indiffer- 
ent men, to be ee by the brigadier of the brigade, from 
which ſuch detachment ſhall be made. 0 
13. And be it further enatted by the authority afore- 
ſaid, That the governour with the advice of council, be, and 
hereby 1s authorized to complete the artillery in each brigade 
of the militia, to two full companies; and when thus complet- 
ed, {hall form a battalion in each brigade, and be entitled to a 
major, adjutant and as maſter. Provided nevertheleſs, 


That 
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That in thoſe brigades, where there are already two compa- 
nies raiſed, they ſhall not be augmented ; and in thoſe bri- 
gades where there are already more than two companies, the 
ſhall not be reduced. And each company of artillery, ſhall 
be provided with two good held pieces, with earriages ard 
apparatus complete; an ammunition cart; forty round ſhot, 
and forty rounds of canniſter ſhot, The governour ſhall order 
to be iſſued to each company of artillery, annually, a quantity 
of powder, not exceeding one hundred pounds, which ſhall 
be expended on general muſter days, and in experimental 
gunnery. And the quarter maſter general ſhall provide for, 
and ſupply the artillery companies with all the carriages, 
tumbrils, harneſs, apparatus, implements, larboratory and ord- 
nance ſtores, which may, from time to time be neceſſary for 
their, equipment. The officers of artillery ſhall be armed 
with a ſword or hanger; a fuſee, bayonet and belt, with a 
cartridge box to contain twelve cartridges: And each non 
commiſſioned officer and private or matroſs, of thoſe com- 
wer which are unprovided with field pieces, ſhall furniſh 
imſelf with all the equipments of a private in the infantry, 
until proper ordnance and field artillery is provided. And 
the commanding officer of each company of artillery, ſhall be 
accountable for the careful preſervation of the pieces and ap- 
paratus, and the proper expenditure. of the ammunition ſup- 
plied by government. Each company of rg + and troop 
of cavalry, {hall be formed of volunteers from the brigade ; 
and together, they ſhall not exceed in number one eleventh 
| wh of the infantry of ſuch brigade ; and they ſhall be uni- 
ormly clothed in regimentals, to be furniſhed at their own 
expence. | 8 | 
14. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
ſaid, That at all regimental muſters, the companies com- 
manded by the two eldeſt captains, ſhall act as light infantry 
companies, except where light infantry companies have al- 
ready been raiſed by voluntary enliſtment, and one or more 
ſhall be attached to 55 regiment. | 
15. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
aid, That if any non commiſſioned officer or private of cav- 
alry, artillery, light infantry, or other corps raiſed at large, 
ſhall negle& for the term of three months, to keep himſelf 
eee with an uniform of the company to which be be- 
ongs, as is diredded by this act, he ſhall be diſcharged from 
ſuch corps, by the brigadier commanding the brigade, and 


enrolled in the ſtanding company in which he reſides. And 
| o 
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no company of cavalry, artillery, light infantry, or other 
corps which it may be lawful to raiſe at large, ſhall be raifed 
within this commonwealth, when any of the ſtanding com- 
panies ſhall be reduced thereby, to a leſs number than ſixty 
four effective privates; and no officer of any ſuch corps, ſhall 
enliſt any men belonging to a ſtanding company, for the pur- 
oſe of forming or recruiting ſuch corps raiſed at large, When 
by means thereof, ſuch ſtanding company would be reduced 
to a leſs number than fixty four effective privates. And if 
any ſuch corps, raiſed at large, ſhall at any time be deſtitute 
of commiſſioned officers, and ſhall neglett to fill up ſuch va- 
cancies, for one whole year after being ordered to elect them, 
or if any ſuch corps ſhall be reduced under twenty privates, 
and remain in that Gtuation for one whole year without do- 
ing duty as the law directs; then in either caſe as aforeſaid, 
ſuch corps raiſed at large ſhall be deemed diſbanded, and the 
men which belonged to ſuch delinquent corps, thall be enroll- 
ed in the ſtanding company in which the individuals thereof 
ſhall reſpettively reſide: And no ſuch corps raiſed at large, 
ſhall at any time bear a greater number of men on their rolls, 
than the law allows neceſſary to eonflitute them; and the 
commanding officer of every ſuch corps ſhall annualiy, in the 
month of April, make out a liſt of all the men's names be- 
longing to his corps, and deliver the ſame to the commanding 
officer of the regiment or battalion, in whoſe diſtrict ſuch 
corps is or may be raiſed ; and all ſuch corps raiſed at large, 
not annexed to any particular regiment, ſhall be ſubject to the 
orders of the commanding officer of the brigade in which they 
ſhall] reſpettively be raiſed. and ſhall make their elections and 
returns in the ſame manner as other corps of the militia, 

And whereas the military company in Boſton, commonly 
called, the ** Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company,” 
being by ancient charter, cuſtom and uſage, exempted from

16. Beit further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, 
That the ſaid company, called, the“ Ancient and Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company,” ſhall retain its accuſiomed

all be ſubject to all other duties required by this act, in like 
manner as other companies of militia. 

17. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
aid, That every commiſſioned officer of infantry, whoſe du-

| ket, all his equipments ſhall be ſuited to his muſket ; and 


whenever a man appears armed with a rifle, all his equipments 
{hall be ſuited to his rifle: And that from and ee . years 
from the paſſing of this act, all muſkets for arming the militia, 
as herein required, ſhall be of bores ſufficient for balls of the 
eighteenth _ of a pound: And every citizen enrolled and 
providing himſelf with arms ammunition and accoutrements,

under oath, who ſhall have received orders agreeable to law, 
for notifying and warning any company, or part thereof, to 
appear at a time and place appointed for any muſter, view of 
arms, or other military duty, ſhall be ſufficient to prove due 
notice was given to the party againſt whom complaint may 
be made, unleſs ſuch teſtimony ſhall be invalidated by other 
ſufficient evidence: And whenever a company ſhall be deſ- 
titute of commiſſioned officers, and the commanding officer of 
the regiment or battalion to which ſuch company belongs, 
ſhall think proper to call out ſuch company, he ſhail dirett 
his orders to one or more of the non commiſhoned officers of 
ſaid company, who ſhall have full power and authority to 
warn, aſſemble, lead, order, exerciſe and govern ſaid compa-

28. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
ſaid, That the rules of diſcipline approved and c!lab/iſhed by 
congreſs, in the reſolutions of the twenty ninth day of March, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy nine. {hall be the 
rules and regulations of diſcipline, to be obſerved by the mili- 
| tia of this commonwealtn ; except ſuch deviations from faid 
rules, as may be neceſſary by the requiſitions of this att, or 
{me other unavoidable circumſtances; and every officer re- 
ceiving a commiſſion in the militia, ſhall immediately provide 
himſelf with a book containing thoſe rules, 

29. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
fa That every regiment of militia of this commonwealth, 
{hall be aſſembled in regiment, once in two years, for review, 
inſpection, and diſcipline, on ſuch days as the commanding of- 
| ficers of the ſeveral diviſions or brigades ſhall order; (the com- 
manding officers of regiments to point out the place.) And 
the militia of every town ſhall be aſſembled together once in. 
two years, (the year it is not muſtered in regiment) at ſuch 
time and place as the commanding officer ſhall order, and ſhall 
be inftrutted and diſciplined under the direttion of a field offi- 
cer. Provided nevertheleſs, in new ſettlements, where the 
diſperſed ſituation of a regiment may oblige men to march 
twenty miles or more to the place of parade, it ſhall be at the 
diſcretion of the commanding officer of the regiment, to muſ- 
ter the militia in ſuch ſettlements, either by regiment, by 
towns, or other convenient bodies. And every non commiſ- 
fioned officer and private ſhall come to the place of parade, 
with neceſſary refreſhment for ſaid day, at his own expence. 

The cavalry and artillery, and other corps raiſed at large, 
{hall alſo be reviewed and inſpetted, once in every year, eith- 
er with the regiments and battalions, or by themſelves, as 
the major generals, or the brigadiers ſhall order, and at ſuch 
times and places as they ſhall direct.

Art. 28. Any perſon belonging to the forces in the ſervice of this 
commonwealth, who ſhall make the watch word known to any perſon 
not intitled to receive it according to the rules and diſcipline of war, 
or ſhall prefume to give the parole or watch word different from what 
he received, ſhall ſuffer death or fuch other puniſhment as ſhall be 
ordered by the ſentence of a general court martial. 

Art. 29. Whoſoever belonging to the forces in the ſeryice of ls. © 
commonwealth, ſhall relieve the enemy with money, victuals or am- 
munition; or ſhall knowingly harbour and protect an enemy, ſhall 
ſuffer ſuch puniſhment as by the fentence of © court martial ſhall be 
inflicted. 

An. 309. Whoſoever belonging to the Maſſachuſetts forces, ſhallb 
convicted of holding correſpondence with, or giving intelligence te 

the enemy, either directly or indirectly, Mall ſuffer ſuch puniſhment 

as by the ſentence of a court martial ſhall be inflicted. 

Art. 31. All public ſtores taken from the enemy by the forces im 
the ſervice of this commonwealth, ſhall be ſecured for the uſe of the 
commonwealth, 

Art. 32. If any officer or ſoldier ſhall leave his poſt or colours te 
go in ſearch of plunder, he ſhall, upon conviction thereof, before a 
general court martial, ſuffer ſuch puniſhment as by the ſentence of 
the faid court martial Mall de inflicted. 

Art. 33. If any cemmander of any garriſon, fortreſs or poſt, ſhall 
be compelled, by the officers or ſoldiers under his command, to give 
up to the enemy, or to abandon it, the commiſſioned officers, non 

commiſſioned en or ſoldiers who ſhall be convicted of having ſo 

offended, ſhall ſuffer death, or ſuch other puniſhment as ſhall be in- 
flicted upon them by the ſentence of a court martial. 

Art. 34. All ſutlers and retainers to the camp, and all perſons 
ſerving with the Maffachuſetts troops, in the field, ſhall be ſubject te 
orders accoreing to the rules and difcipline of war, 

Art. 35. If upon marches, guards, or in quarters, different corps 
ſhall happen to join, or do duty together, the eldeſt officer by com- 
miſſion there, on duty or in quarters, ſhall command the whole and 
give out orders, for what is needful for the ſervice; regard having 
been always-had to the ſeveral ranks of thoſe corps, and the poſts 
they uſually occupy. 

Art, 36. If any regiments, troops, or detachments of horſe or foot, 
ſhall happen to march with, or be encamped or quartered with any 
bodies or detachments of other troops, the eldeſt officer, without reſ- 
pe to corps, ſhall take upon him the command of the whole, and 
give the neceſſary orders to the ſervice, 

Art. 37. A general court martial ſhall not conſiſt of leſs than thir- 
teen commiſſioned officers, and the preſident of ſuch court martial, 
ſhall not be the commander in chief nor commanding officer of the 
troops in ſervice or garriſon, where the offender ſhall be tried, nor 
under the degree of a field officer. ; 

Art. 38. The members of courts martial, hall, when belonging te 

| different 
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different corps, take rank, as is herein before directed when on other 
duty. | 


Art. 39. Some perſon ſhall be appointed by the commanding of- 
ficer, who ſhall order the court martial to proſecute in the name of 
the commonwealth of Maf/achuſetts ; and in trials of offenders, ſuch 
perſon ſhall adminiſter to each member the following oath : 

You ſwear, that you will well and truly try and determine, accordin 


to your evidence, the matter now before you, between the Common weal!t 
ox Maſſachuſetts, and the priſoner to be tried; that you will duly ad- 


miniſter juftice according to the rules and articles for governing the troops 
ef the ſaid Commonwealth, without partiality, favor or affeftion; and if 
en) doubt ſhall ariſe, which is not explained by the ſaid articles, accord. 
ing to your conſcience, the beſt of your underſtanding, and the cuftem of 
war in like caſes ; that you will not divulge the ſentence of the court, un- 
til it ſpall be approved of by the eee "42 officer ; and that you will 
not, upon any account, at any time whatſoever, diſcloſe er diſcover the

guired to give evidence thereof as a witneſs by court of juſtice, in a due 
eourſe of law, So belp you GOD. | 
"hich oath being adminiſtered to the members of the court, the 

preſident thall adminiſter the following oath to the perſon proſecut- 
ing as aforeſaid, | | 

You M. X. do ſwear, that you will not upon any account, at any time 
whatſoever, diſcloſe or diſcover the vote or opinion of any particular meme 
ber of the court martial, unleſs required to give evidence thereof as a Wit= 
zefs, by court of juftice, in a due couſe of law. So help you GOD. 

Art. 40. All the members of a court martial are to behave with 
calmneſs and decency ; and in the giving their votes, are to begin, 
with the youngeſt in commiſſion. HEE Gs 

Art. 41. All perſons who give evidence before a court martial, 
mall be examined upon oath, which oath ſhall be adminiſtered by the 
prefident of the court martial, in the form following : x 

You fevear, the evidence you ſhall give in the cauſe now in hearing, 
Shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. So help 
you GOD. | ] 

Art. 42. No ſentence of death ſhall be given againſt any offender, 
by any general court martial, unleſs two thirds of the members ſhall 
concur therein. Fe 

Art. 43. All perſons called te give evidence in any cauſe, before a 
court martial, who ſhall refuſe to give evidence, ſhall be puniſhed for 
ſuch refuſal at the diſcretion of ſuch court martial. . 

Art. 44. No field officer ſhall be tried by any perſon under the 


degree of captain, nor ſhall any proceedings, or trials be carried on, 


excepting between the hours of cight in the morning and three in the 
afternoon, except in caſes which require immediate example. 

Art. 45. No ſentence of a court martial ſhall be put in execution 
until after report ſhall be made to the commanding officer, where the 
court martial ſhall be held, and his orders be iſſued for carrying fuck 
ſentence into execution. es 1 

Art. 46. The commiſſioned officers in any regiment, may by the 


appointment of their cologel or commanding officer, held regimental 
courts 


- 
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»durts martial, for the inquiring into ſuch diſputes or criminal mat. 
ters as may come before them, and for inflicting corporal puniſhment 
for ſmall offences, and ſhall give judgment by the majority of voices 
but no ſentence ſhall be executed till the commanding officer (not 


being a member of the court martial) ſpall have confirmed the ſame. 


Art. 47. No regimental court mertial ſhall cenſiſt of leſs than five 
officers, excepting in caſes where that number cannot be conveniently 
aſſembled, when there may be ſufficient ; who fhall likewiſe deter- 
mine upon the ſentence by the majority of voices. 

Art 48. Any officer commanding in a fort, caftle, barrack, or elſe- 
where, where the corps under his command conſiſts of detachments 
from different regiments, or of an independent company or compa- 
nies, may aſſemble courts martial for the trial of offenders, in the 
fame manner, as if they were regimental, whoſe ſentence ſhall not be 
executed by the ſaid commanding officer, | 

Art. 49. No perſon whatſoe ver ſhall uſe menacing words, ſigns or 
geſtures, in the preſence of a court martial, then fitting, or ſhall cauſe 
any diſorder or riot, ſo as to diſturb their preeeedings, on the penalty 
of being puniſhed at the diſcretion of the ſaid court martial. 

Art. 5e. To the end, that offenders may be brought ts juſtice, when. 
ever any officer or ſoldier ſhall commit a crime, deferving puniſhment, 
he ſhall by his commanding officer, if an officer, be put in arreſt; if 
a non commiſſioned officer or ſoldier, be impriſoned, until he ſhall 
de either tried by a court martial, or ſhall be lawfully diſcharged by 
proper authority. : 

Art. 51. No officer or ſoldier, who ſhall be put in arreſt or im- 
priſonment, ſhall continue in his confinement, more than eight days, 
or until ſuch times as a court martial can be conveniently aſſembled. 

Art, 52. No officer commanding a guard, or provoſt martial, ſhall. 
refuſe to reecive or keep any priſoner committed to his charge by 
any officer belonging to the forces of this commonwealth z which of- 
ficer ſhall at the time of commitment, deliver an account in writings 
ſigned by himſelf, of the crime with which the perſon is charged. 

Art. 53. No officer commanding a guard, or provoſt martial, ſhall_ 
preſume to releaſe any priſoner committed to his charge, without 
proper authority for ſo doing, nor ſhall he ſuffer any priſoner to ef- 
cape, on the penalty of being puniſhed for it, by the ſentence of a 
court martial. 5 ? 

Art. 54. Every officer or provoſt martial, to whoſe charge priſon. 
ers ſhall be committed, is hereby required, within twenty feur hours 
after ſuch commitment, or as ſoon as he ſhall be releaſed from his 
guard, to give in writing to the colonel of the regiment to which the 
priſoner belongs (where the priſoner is confined upon the guard be- 
longing to the ſaid regiment, and his offence only relates to the ne- 
glect of duty in his own corps) or to the commander in chief, their 
names, their crimes, and the names of the officers who committed 
them, on the penalty of his being puniſhed for his diſobedience or 
neglect, at the diſcretion of a court martial. 


Art. 55. If any officer under arreſt, ſhall leave his confinement 


before he ſhall be ſet at liberty by the offieer who confined him, or 


by a ſuperior power, he ſhall be caſhiered for ſuch his ö 
8 Att. 
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Art. 56. Whatſoever commiſſioned officer ſhall be convicted be- 
fore a general court martial, of behaving in a ſcandalous, infamous 
manner, ſuch as is unbecoming the character of an officer and a gen- 
tle man, ſhall be diſcharged from the ſervice. . 

Art. 57. All officers, conductors, gunners, matroſſes, drivers, or 
any perſon whatſoever, receiving pay or hire, in the ſervice of the 
Maſſachuſetts artillery, ſhall be governed by the aforeſaid rules and 
articles; and ſhall be ſubject to be tried by courts martial, in like 
manner with other officers and ſoldiers. 

Art. 58. For differences arifing amongſt themſelves, or in matters 
relating to their own corps, the courts martial may be compoſed of 
their own officers ; but where a ſufficient number cannot be aſſem- 
bled, or in matters wherein other corps are intereſted, the officers of 
artillery ſhall fit in courts martial with the officers of other corps. 

Art. 59. No perſon ſhall be ſentenced to ſuffer death, except in 
the caſes expreſsly mentioned in the foregoing articles, nor ſhall 
more than thirty nine FT be inflicted on any offender for any one 
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_ offence. , 
Art. 60. The field offi 0 very regiment, ſhall ap- 
point ſome ſuitable perſon belonging to ſuch regiment to receive ſuch 
fines as may ariſe within the ſame, for any breach of any of the fore- 
going articles; and ſhall direct the ſame to be properly applied to 
the relief of ſuch ſick, wounded or neceſſitous ſoldiers as belong te 
ſuch regiment ; and ſuch perſon ſhall account with ſuch officer for 
all fines received, and the application thereof. = 
Art. 61. All crimes not capital, and all diſorders and neglects, 
which officers and ſoldiers may be guilty of, to the prejudice of good 
order and military diſcipline, though not mentioned in the foregoing 
articles, are to be taken cagnizance ef by a general or regimental 
court martial, according to the nature and degree of the offence, and 
be puniſhed at their diſcretion. 
Art. 62. Whenever any officer or ſoldier ſhall be accuſed of a cap- 
ital crime, or of having uſed violence or committed any offence a- 
gainſt the perſon or property of the good people of this, or either of the 
United States, fuch as is puniſhable by the known laws of the land, 
the commanding officer and officers of every regiment, troop or party, 
to which the perſon or perſons fo accuſed ſhall belong, are hereby re- 
quired upon application duly made, or in behalf of the party or parties 
injured, to uſe his utmoſt endeavours to deliver over ſuch accuſed 
perſon or perſons to the civil magiſtrate, and likewiſe to be aiding 
and aſſiſting to the officers of juſtice in apprehending and ſecuring the 
perſon or perſons ſo accuſed, in order to bring them to trial. Andif 
-any commanding officer or officers ſhall willfully negle& or ſhall re- 
fuſe upon the application aforeſaid, to deliver over ſuch accuſed per- 
ſon or perſons to the civil magiſtrate, or to be aiding and aſſiſting to 
the officers of juſtice in apprehending ſuch perſon er perſons, ſuck 
officer or officers ſo offending ſhall be caſhiered.
